The student body is voting 
on a proposed amendment to 
the Articles of Student Gov- 
ernment which would set reg- 
ular Council elections at the end 
Of the spring semester. 

A majority vote for late spring 
•lections in today's referendum 
would repeal an amendment passed 
by the student body in regular 
Codncil elections last May. The 
amendment, placed on the ballot 
by the 1955-56 Council, changed 
the date dfregular elections, from 
late April or early May to the first 
month of the spring semester. 

Today’s special referendum is 
the result of a petition signed by 
152 students which was submitted 
to the Student Council December 
4. The petition asked that the 
election date issue again be placed 
before the student body.

MIlJ smmm. In Losing streak Since '28 Season

• GEORGE WASHINGTON ventured South to try its luck 
last week but was walloped by both North Carloina and North 
Carolina State to run their winless string to four in a. row. 

This is the worst start that a Colonial team has had wnce 
the 1928-29 season, when they lost their first seven in a row. 

In ,the game with North 
Carolina, Lennie Rosenbluth 
scored 27 points to lead the 
Tar Heels to an 82-55 victory 
over the Colonials. This de- 
feat was the third straight loss in- 
flicted upon the Colonials, while 
the Tarheels racked up their third 
win of the season without a de- 
feat. / \ 

Poor Shooting 

Joe Quigg. €-10 center, com- 
pletely dominated the boards and 
was the only other Tarheel to hit 
in double figures, scoring 16 
points. 

The only bright light for the 
Colonials was Gene Guarilia, who 
hit for 19 points on six field goals 
and seuen foul shots. Second high 
scorer was Jerjjy Cooper with 
eight points. 

G. W. had the poor shooting 
percentage of 26 per cent, as they 
made only 18-70 field goals, and 
19-30 free throws, while the Tar- 
heels made 43 per cent of their 
shot*. This is a far cry from last 
year when the Colonials were the 
most accurate shooting team in 
the nation. 

Slow Half 

Rosenbluth and Co. ran away 
with the game from the start. 

After five minutes of play- the Tar- 
heels ran up a 20-10 score, with 
Rosenbluth netting ten of those 
points. At halftime the score was 
34-13.

An interesting sidelight is the way both coaches made important 
changes before the start o( the season. Coach Bo Sherman switched 
Claypool from fullback to /halfback and moved Shorty Varley from 
tackle to center Coach Mike Brumbelow made even more startling 
shifts. He moved a center, Bob Lafaba, and a fullback, Bob Forrest, 
to the key quarterback spots and juggled his line to provide strength 
at guards and tackles.
